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Chandler’s Disgust

From the moment of its inception it 
was apparent that the so-called Georgia 
Education Commission had precious little 
to do with education. 

Now with the resignation of its as- 
sistant executive secretary, Harvey H. 
Chandler, we have an interesting desciip- 
tion of that commission, of which T. V. 
Williams Jr. is executive secretary. Mr. 
Williams is a son of T. V. Williams 5Sr., 
the revenue commissioner of Georgia and 
a well-known figure in the recent pri- 
vate antimoonshine fund controversy and 
in various political activities. 

The commission on education, having 
80 little to do with education, has become 
active in politics, says the resigning ex- 
ecutive. It is active, he says, in behalf of 
the great Christian leader from Ty Ty, 
the Rev. W. T. Bodenhamer and against 
Ernest Vandiver. Mr. Vandiver, we see, 
is honored by the enemies he has made. 

Since the education commission scc- 
retary and his father have been showing 
up at the campaign meetings of this 
Christian leader, it is interesting to read 
what Mr. Chandler says about it. 

“I do not wish,” he said in his resig- 
nation, “‘to be a party to or connected with 
any undertaking which has as its purpose 
the fabrication of false, scurrilous, ma- 
licious, doctored and defamatory pic- 
tures and literature for use in a partisan 
political campaign,” he added. 

“It is my conviction that it is highly 
improper for commission personnel and 
commission facilities to be utilized in the 
presentation of gross untruths and ma- 
licious lies.” 

Mr. Chandler charges specifically that 
T V. Williams Jr. and employes of the 
commission have participated in the 
preparation of a four-page newspaper en- 
titled “Georgia Progress.” 

“The ‘Georgia Progress,’” he said, “is 
a smear sheet for the benefit of guberna- 
torial candidate Bodenhamer. This cam- 
paign literature contains faked, fraudu- 
lent’ and. deceitful pictures, concocted 
newspaper headlines and other false and 
misleading matter purporting to have 
been accurately’ reproduced from the 
press of the state.” 

This description of the sheet called 
“Georgia Progress” would fit a previous 
publication distributed throughout Geor- 

ia. 

The Messrs. Williams, senior and jun- 
jor. have been showing up at the Rev. 
Bodenhamer’s speeches, sometimes swell- 
ing the crowds by about 50 per cent. 
Their activities and the smear sheet of 
“faked. fraudulent and deceitful” pic- 
tures. in our opinion, provide a sad com- 
mentary on the state administration. 
And Mr. Chandler's description of activi- 
ties of the Georgia Education Commission 
seems to fit exactly.

Nasser Regime Flaunts 


Its Cold-Blooded Policy 


Damascus, Cairo and Baghdad radios 
are calling passionately and in the most 
abusive and inflamatory words for the 
assassination of King Hussein of Jordan. 

This has been one of the main weapons 
of Cairo’s Nasser—a constant appeal for 
subversion and murder. 

It is difficult to understand how Mr. 
Nasser can expect to be regarded as a 
responsible head of a responsible state 
if he allows this to continue as a part of 
his government's policy. 

It also is one of the many reasons, 
in the great mosaic of events, which made 
it necessary for us to go to Lebanon with 
troops. It also is the reason -why the 
Russians, who use the same techniques, 
can work so well and so effectively in 
the caloric politics and emotional nation- 
alism of the Middle East. The Soviets are 
old hands at the business of murder, 
assassination and subversion. They have, 
in a sense, written the text books on these 
subjects. 

As Ambassador Lodge said in his great 
U.N. speech of last week, this method of 
subversion and assassination is a new 
technique of aggression. And unless the 
U.N. recognizes that fact and develops 
a method of protecting nations against 
this aggression, it may be the rock on 
which the U.N. founders.

Red Cross Meets Test 
Of Service to Troops 


The New York Times “special” frem 
Berlin said it simply: “Nine U.S. Army 
men held for six weeks by the East Ger- 
man authorities were released today 
under a Red Cross arrangement.” | 

The dispatch said further, “The In- 
ternational Red Cross had succeeded in 
breaking a political deadlock that seemed 
hopeless almost a fortnight ago.” 

Army missions and diplomatic ma- 
neuvers, carried on in an atmosphere of 
mistrust and complex protocol, had failed. 

But men from the United States and 
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East Germany meeting on the common 
ground of humanitarianism worked out 
an agreement that saved the faces of dip- 
lomats on both sides and effected the 
freedom of nine Army helicopter fliers. 

Time and again for nearly a century, 
the Red Cross has broken through inter- 
national barriers to help servicemen in 
need. 

Service to the man in uniform, wher- 
ever he is, is a charter obligation of the 
American Red Cross. 

Americans are grateful for this latest 
demonstration of the way the Red Cross 
moves to meet that obligation. 


Democrats Support Ike 
As GOP Drags Feet 


Gratifying indeed is the way leading 
Democrats, in and out of Congress, have 
come to the aid of the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration in the Middle East crisis. It 
is quite in contrast to the somewhat con- 
fused attitude of Republicans them- 
selves. 

With the exception of President Ei- 
senhower, GOP leaders have shown lit- 
tle imagination or understanding of the 
role the United States is being forced to 
accept in world affairs. We thus find 
little leadership coming from such men 
as Sen. Knowland, Vice President Nixon 
and others. 

On the other hand, former President 
Truman points out that Mr. Eisenhower 
had no other choice in finally making 
the decision to send troops into Leka- 
non. He goes further and says the United 
States “must not leave any room for 
misunderstanding as to wnat we are pre- 
pared to do at all stages.” 

Similarly, Democratic Senate Leader 
Lyndon Johnson, House Speaker Sam 
Rayburn and Georgia’s Sen. Russell have 
come forward in support of U.S. action. 
While each of them have deplored con- 
duct of our foreign policy which again 
has brought us to the brink of war, they 
are now supporting a course of action 
which became inevitable and which may 
yet prevent a third world war. 

It is to the credit of: Democrats that 
although they criticize Dulles’ bungling 
of foreign policy, they did not hesitate 
to unite behind an action involving the 
safety and security of this country 
and that of our allies. At a time when 
statesmanship must rise above partisan 
advantage, the Democrats are meeting the 
test.

Georgia Women’s Clubs

The Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs has drawn up a far-reaching legis- 
lative program chock full of excellent 
proposals. 

Among the many worthy suggestions 
‘are strengthening of marriage laws, es- 
tablishment of a family court system, pas- 
sage of a driver's education bill, adoption 
of a uniform vehicle code, auto title reg- 
istration law, motor vehicle inspection 
legislation and a provision to regulate 
the use of land parallel to highways. 

In addition, the Federation will con- 
tinue to work toward development of an 
educational and cultural center at Jekyll 
Island, juvenile court legislation, adequate 
financing of education and cther goals. 

Most of the recommendations deal 
with bills which in one form or another 
have been hanging fire for years. The 
General Assembly has made a piecemeal 
approach to a few of the matters, such 
as marriage laws, and pigeon-holed sev- 
eral others. 

It is high time these legislative 
changes received the favorable action 
they deserve. Organizations such as the 
Federation of Women’s Clubs can accom- 
plish much toward spurring the General 
Assemblv to do what should have been 
done long ago.

The fact is that almost every other country in the American hemi- 
sphere now feels less good-will and more resentment against the 
United States than at any time since the early 1930s. No doubt there 


are faults on both sides. But the 


States are real and substantial. 

One of the worst faults of the 
United States’ policy was in fact 
illustrated by the President’s 
speech in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment. He referred at some length 
to the benefits of multilateral 
trade and to the desirability of 
allowing American firms unre- 
stricted access to the Canadian 
market. President T[isenhower 
then defended the restrictions on 
Canada’s exports of oil, the main- 
tenance of high tariffs against 
Canadian goods and even their 
increase. 

Canadian opinion naturally re- 
sents a situation in which oil e&x- 
ports to the United States are !im- 
ited while American oil compa- 
nies, themselves controlling large 
parts of the Canadian oil indus- 
try, try to block the trans-Cana- 
da pipeline in order to protect 
their own export markets in east- 
ern Canada. This attitude of free 
trade as a one-way street is also 
a cause of intense resentment 
in South America. 

What is needed is a reorienta- 
tion of American thinking. Can- 
ada must be treated as an equal, 
not as a subordinate. The Latin 
American countries must be treat- 
ed as sovereign states and not as 
banana republics. The lost ground 
of the good-neighbor policy can 
only thus be regained; above all,

(Editor's Note: This is the first in a series 
of four articles on Alaska, its geography, its 
wildlife resources and some experiences of 
the author, who has hunted and fished c.r- 
tensively there.

Two or three fellows, knowing that I had 


hunted in Alaska, have asked me about it since 
the territory made headlines as our next and 
49th state. Not being an Elfrida < a 

or Robert Leicester, I looked Ke 
up some statistics on the place, 
and was amazed all over again 
as I had been a few years ago 
when we probed the wild in- 
terior for such things as kodiak 
bears, caribou and mountain 
sheep. 

Alaska covers an area of j 
586,400 square miles. That is *% 
larger than the combined areas 
of Georgia, Florida, Alabama, @s 
North and South Carolina, Ten- Charies 
nessee, Virginia and West Virginia, Maryland, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkansas, all 
the organized territories and regions administered 
by the United States, plus a sizable chunk of 
Texas. The airline distance from Demarcation 
Point in the extreme northeast corner to Attu, 
furthermost island out at the end of the Aleutian 
chain, is almost as long as any airline distanee 
between two points in the continental United 
States. From Point Barrow almost due south to 
Anchorage, is wider than the region from the 
Great Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico. 

The 1950 population of 128,643 was less than 
the population for DeKalb County, Georgia, the 
same year. Many of Alaska’s inhabitants are 
collected in such towns as Juneau, Anchorage, 
Fairbanks and Ketchikan, which leaves tremend- 
ously vast and virtually unpopulated regions. 

We covered quite a scope of Alaska land and 
water by plane, boat and saddle, ranging from 
the Talkeetna Mountains north of Chickaloon to 
the twin Ugashik lakes and Pilot Point, out on 
the peninsula. We brought back some magnifi- 
cent trophies of big game animals encountered 
in several of those places, but to paraphrase 
Robert W. Service, ‘‘Somehow the hunt wasn’t 
all.”” We spent as much time in just gawking at 
this incredible land as we did in the actual 
hunting. There were canyons tremendous enough 
to hide the city of Atlanta, and snow-splotched

mountains so unbelievably large as to be almost 
in the realm of the fantastic. 


Our new state-to-be is a land of superlatives. 
Everything there either comes in outsized di- 
mensions or inconceivable numbers. We saw 
salmon going up the rivers to spawn and the 
rivers were literally red with fish. At Pilot Point 
we shot Emperor geese, a far north species, and 
I stood in amazement as curtain after curtain 
of the big birds flew close over our heads and 
almost hid the sky. 


We camped for two weeks in a grove of 
aspens on a little creek in the Talkeetna Moun- 
tains, another 10 days in a crazy quilt pattern 
of hills, lakes, rivers and marshland reaching 
for a hundred miles northeast of Anchorage, 
and still 10 more days on the far-flung peninsula, 
which is mostly a vast mountain range project- 
ing out of the sea. It is ribboned with streams 
and sparkling with icy lakes. 

Because of its wildness and isolation, Alaska 
remains one of the finest big game countries on 
the continent. We saw dozens of kodiak bears, 
shaggy, hulking brutes that follow the streams 
for salmon, and range the mountain slopes for 
blueberries, which are so large and luscious 
that you can make a meal out of a double hand- 
ful. We found herds of caribou which seemed un- 
afraid of man, and funny, bearded goats that 
peered down at us from rifts in mountain walls 
so absolutely vertical that you wondered how an 
ant could cross the dizzy space and keep its

footing. We saw Dall sheep—the Alaska white 
sheep—and wolves and eagles and giant moose, 
in whose presence I always kept a tree with low 
limbs handy. 

We went after a few trophies and brought 
back a few—not nearly as many as we were 
allowed on our license. But the hunting and the 
trophies were far from being as dramatic as 
the land itself, with its ‘‘mighty-mouthed hollows 
that’re plumb full of hush to the brim,” its ‘“‘val- 
leys unpeopled and still’’ and its beauty, un- 
spoiled by bulldozers and dynamite and man’s 
other devices of earth conquest. As the 49th 
state, some of us wonder how long it will stay 
that way.

Tentative plans are being made by which Cobb County can 
possibly become a participating member of the Metropolitan Plan- 
ning Commission on a contractual basis, the Planning Commission 


announced Monday. 

A discussion memorandum out- 
lining the tentative provisions of 
an agreement to be discussed by 
the Cobb County Commission and 
the Metropolitan Planning Com- 
mission has been prepared by 
Richard M. Forbes, community 
planner for the Planning Commis- 
sion. 

The contract agreement, if 
signed by both commissions, will 
call for an outlay of $9,000 by 
Cobb County—$4,000 in 1958 and 
$5,000 in 1959.

“How do you keep from being bored in the mountains?” She 
asked the question earnestly because she is as fearful of finding 
herself un-entertained as any old-style, Scott Fitzgerald era debu- 
tante. 


“‘What do you do when there’s nothing to do?”’ 
She meant when you’re not swimming or hiking or picnicking 
or entertaining friends, I knew that. But it still struck me as a 


silly question because it seems to me the days in the mountains 
are filled with great excitement. 


“Come along,” I said, ‘‘and I'll try to show you. I’m sorry I 
ever let you get this old without teaching you to look at the sky.”’ 


“You mean I’m going to study something? Astronomy?” she 
asked the question fearfully. 


I reassured her. Projects and programs of study, even my 
favorite one of dawdling along an old trail with a wild flower book 
in hand, are some more of the same—organized, planned occupa- 
tion. What I hoped she would learn, if she’s not too old, is the pure 
bliss to be found in just floating with the tide—lying on her back 
in the hammock looking at the sky, seeing the play of light and 
shadow, the movement of the wind in the trees, the shape of a 
branch or a leaf. I thought she might learn to listen—not to the 
talk of people, which already delights her, but to the sounds of 
water rushing over rocks, the changing nuances when the wind 
blows or the rain falls. I thought she might hear the birds and 
all the little night voices of frogs and crickets and a lonesome hoot 
owl back over in the mountain. 


Then we got to the mountains and for a time she was very 
busy, taking down shutters, starting a fire in the wood stove, bring- 
ing in water, sweeping out the dirt dobbers’ nests, spraying the 
great long-legged spiders that came and sat on the screens and 
watched us.

But, at the same time I 
expressed dismay that there 
isn’t some way to make avail- 
able to a greater number of 
people the Paar show, which I 
think is one of the most sophis- 
ticated and one of the most de- 
lightfully different shows on TV. 


By being on late at night, 


Paar can get away with certain 
things that he would not be 
able to get across during a 
period when many of the 
youngsters are watching the 
sets. I don’t mean to imply that 
Paar gets off a lot of off-color 
material or anything of the sort. 
I simply mean that Paar’s show 
is directed at an adult audience, 
and I might even go as far as 
to say a sophisticated audience.

8 to 9 p.m. spot he would run 
into all sorts of sponsor dif- 
ficulties. His show would likely 
be cut into a dozen pieces and 
each sponsor would want to dic- 
tate to Paar what Paar could 
do during the quarter-hour or 
five-minute segment that he 
sponsored. 


The tete-a-tetes between Elsa 
Maxwel' and Zsa Zsa Gabor and 
Paar might not please one spon- 
sor, while another would like to 
have such nonsense performed 


during his portion of the show.

THERE ARE MANY appar- 
ent reasons why Paar could not 
head up a normal variety show 
on television. His forte is the 
ad lib comment and the free- 
style format which thrives on 
the unexpected comment and 
situation. Sponsors have a way 
of wanting their shows “pro- 
duced.”” They don’t want them 
simply to “happen’’ as does the 
Jack Paar show. 

If you will recall several sea- 
sons ago, there was another 
very talented fellow in the very 
spot now occupied by Jack 
Paar. Steve Allen, you know, 
had a bright and breezy show 
which started at 11 p.m. On this 
show Steve featured eccentrics 
who often walked into the stu- 
dio quite accidentally. He kidded 
the sponsors, read - poetry, 
played piano, did anything that 
he wanted to do. His show was 
ad lib all the way, and it was 
this great freedom which en- 
abled Allen to become the great 
star of television that he now is. 
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“Alvin—I never saw you take so much time 
before with a loose shingle!” 


It is doubtful if he has ever 
had a show on his new Sunday 
night schedule which measures 
up to some of the great shows 
he used to do Iate at night. 
Writers, producers, sponsors 
have hobbled Alien’s freedom to 
a certain extent. Steve’s show 
still is one of the best on TV. 

SOMEONE ONCE asked me: 
“What’s the Jack Paar show 
like?”’ 

That’s a toughie. It largely is 
conver sation, involving, of 
course, Paar and such person- 
alities as Elsa Maxwell, Zsa Zsa’ 
Gabor, H. V. Kaltenborn, Dody 
Goodman, Jerry Lewis, Cliff Ar- 
quette and many others. 

The show has its musical in- 
terludes, big hunks of comedy, 
but, Parr says: “This is no pro- 
gram. I just sit up here for an 
hour and three-quarters and de- 
fend myself.”
